DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards the Applicant's response filed 1 0-2-2008. 
Claims 23, 25, 27, 28, 34 and 35 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 23, 25, 27, 28, 34, and 35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention, particularly including: a communication method and system wherein 
a security descriptive file and an application descriptive file are separately transmitted 
from an administrative server to a requesting terminal, where the security descriptive file 
contains authorization information indicating the allowable range of usage of a software 
program, and where the application descriptive file contains information pertaining to an 
entity file and a location for the entity file, where the entity file contains the software 
program, and where the requesting terminal obtains the entity file from the 
communications system by using the application descriptive file, all in the manner of the 
Applicant as disclosed in his Specification and as set forth in the claims.
